(To the frugal Finns all persons 
with servants are millionaires.) 


Only old William Ilmonen, dying 
of tuberculosis, is left of the orig- 
inal crowd. Many of those living 
in the colony now work out at 
high wages in the shipyards. The 
running of the 250-acre farm, 
voted now wholly to growing feed 
for the dairy herd, is left up to a 
few. 
the cows hear such names as 
Pilkky and Kerrtu). 

Matt Kallio, president of the 
Wayne Produce Company, name of 
the chartered co-operative, drives 
the tractor and is general handy- 
man. Matti Lasander, David Mar- 
kaanen and John Vilen work 
fields. The women and children 
help, of course, the women getting 
the standard wage of 16 cents. 

They live and raise their famil- 
ies on the $1.44 a day they can 
make, plus the vegetables they can 
grow on the half-acre of ground 
that each shareholder owns indi- 
vidually. Some of them have given 
up. They keep their share in the 
colony, but have bought 
land at nearby Sun Hill, 
they farm individually.

NAZI CHAOS RAMPANT 


The Allied command apparentiy 
felt that the German confusion

Dixie Betrayed, 
Group Asserts 


BLACK MOUNTAIN, N. C., 
Jan. 23.—(7)—The attitude of 
southern senators opposing anti- 
poll tax and soldier-vote legisla- 
tion was termed a “betrayal! of the 
masses of southern people’ in a 
statement today by the executive 
board of the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare at a meeting 
here. 

The board directed a letter to 
Senator Mead, Democrat, New 
York, asking him to lead the fight 
for cloture in debate on the pend- 
ing poll tax legislation, and for 
passage of the bill. 

The board also assailed the ac- 
tion of a group of southern rail- 
roads “in defying the free and 
equal opportunity order” of the 
President's fair employment prac- 
tices committee; requested elimi- 
nation of racial segregation rules 
in public transportation, and ad- 
vocated uniform classification 
freight rates on a nation-wide ba- 
sis to “end the discriminatory sys- 
tem now existing.” 

It expressed regret at congress’ 
failure to provide for federal aid 
to education, and indorsed the 
Murray-Wagner-Dingell bill to 
extend and increase social security 
benefits. 


“Adequate” federal tax legisla- 


tion to pay war costs, food subsi- 
dies as instruments of inflation 
control, and full support of pro- 
grams of rural rehabilitation, farm 
ownership and co-operative ven- 
tures under the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration were recommended. 

Opposition was voiced to the 
proposal to require financial state- 
ments of co-operatives and labor 
unions.

The Worry Clinic 


By Dr. George W. Crane. 


(A good teacher must have 
her heart in her work, for with- 
out love for her children, no 
teacher can be most influential. 


But an attractive young woman ,[ 


with a good sense of humor, a 
flair for adding drama to prosaic 
subjects, and a desire to inspire 
her youngsters with a hunger for 
more facts, can take a shy child 
and make an Abraham Lincoln 
out of him.) 


“CASE B-243: Thelma H., aged 
34, is to teach educational psy- 
chology at a midwestern college 
next semester. 

“Most of my students will be 
girls who expect to teach in rural 
schools,” she said. 

“The educational psychology 
course as taught here in previous 
years has not been very practical. 

“IT am new at teaching this par- 
ticular course, so I shall welcome 
ideas and suggestions. The for- 
mer professor spent six or eight 
weeks on statistics, but that seems 
to me like too much time. 

“What should I stress to these 
girls who will be teaching chil- 
dren in rural schools?” 


DIAGNOSIS 


I agreed with Thelma that six 
weeks of statistics was an unwar- 
ranted expenditure of time for 
girls who are soon to be in rural 
schools. One week should be am- 
ple on that minor technical aspect 
of pedagogy. 

Thelma’s college students will 
be dealing with youngsters from 
farm homes where reading ma- 
terials are often deficient. Many 
of the rural parents will not even 
know how to coach their children 
effectively in trying to assist the 
teacher, 

Since reading is the most im- 
portant subject in the grammar 
school curriculum, I urged that 
these college women be taught all 
the modern devices for encourag- 
ing youngsters to read. 

And I especially advised the use 
of flash cards for both printed 
words and arithmetical combina- 
tions. 

TEACH PARENTS, TOO 


Since many of these rural school 
boards will not expend the money 
to purchase picture dictionaries, 
seat-work units, flash cards and 
other modern devices for speed- 
ing up reading or making school 
subjects ee then the col- 
lege girls should learn how to de- 
velop such materials at a mini- 
mum cost. 

If the teacher can invite the 
parents of her children to a few 
parent-teacher meetings and show 
them how to make and employ 
flash cards in their homes, then 
she has done a great service to 
her pupils. 

A teacher might profitably hold 
a tea for the mothers of her pu- 


co-operation between teachers and 


pils and give them a talk on the 


subjects to be covered that semes- | 


ter. She could illustrate the meth- 
ods that the parents might use to 
assist the teacher, for children 
need plenty of drill. 

There is still too little specific 


parents. The latter can help a 
great deal, if they understand the 
slightly different modern methods 
of presenting arithmetic or read- 
ing. 

MERITS OF TEACHERS * 

A good teacher should first of 
all love her work and the pupils 
committed to her care. She should 
be an excellent child psychologist 
and read the farm magazines to

BRIGHTEST SPOT IN TOWN 
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eeded Now 


In passing—and unanimously—legislation calling for more or 
less modest mustering-out pay to servicemen, the House last week 
gave the lie to congressional! critics who had intimated that, this 
being an election year, the sky might be expected to be the limit. 

The bill, as passed by the House, provides for payment of 
$300 to veterans of sixty days or over, of $100 to those of less. 

Now no one will argue that this is commensurate compensation 
for the sacrifice entailed, but it does seem an adequate amount of 
cash to tide the average serviceman over the period following his 
discharge until he can re-establish himself in civilian pursuits. 
And that, after all, is the purpose of mustering-out pay. 

.The money, under the House bill, would be available to all 
mustered-out servicemen except (1) Those whose base service pay 
exceeded $200 a month, (2) those dishonorably discharged, (3) 
those who served solely as students, and (4) those released at 
their own request to obtain private employment, 

It is to be hoped, in this connection, that the Senate will lose 
no time in agreeing to the House amendments and in sending the 
bill to the White House for the President’s signature. Thousands 
of veterans have already been mustered out. More are being 
discharged daily. The great majority need the money worse just 
now than ever they will again. There should be no further delay 
in providing for them. 


Tojo Sees Unhappiness 

Apparently Premier Tojo is becoming as jittery regarding the 
morale of Japanese people as Goebbels has become regarding that 
of the German public; but whereas Goebbels storms at the 
Germans and threatens dire punishment (which Himmler’s 
Gestapo carries out) for those ‘who lose their morale, Tojo calls 
upon his underlings to bear patiently with those who are unhappy 
and miserable. | 

In a recent statement to top-ranking officials he said: “As 
the people’s living conditions become more difficult during 
wartime and as hardships and sufferings mount one upon another, 
I feel] more than ever the need that the government officials 
contact the people with a spirit of self-sacrifice. Government 
officials must bear in mind there are not a few cases in which 
a feeling of unhappiness and cheerlessness is rising among the 
people.” 

There have been many reports concerning the meekness with 
which the average Japanese submits to intolerable conditions 
imposed by official edict, but evidently there is a limit even for 
them. Japan has been engaged in war with China since 1935 and, 
while engaged in that conflict, was getting ready for the hostilities 
that followed Pear] Harbor. It is small wonder there is “a feeling 
of unhappiness and cheerlessness rising among the people.” 


At long last, geography will get straightened out. For the 
nonce it recalls Mark Twain’s old riverman—“Now when Louisiana 


was over in Arkansas—” 


What~No Leap Year? 


Legislators of the various states of America have enacted some 
peculiar laws, most of which hark back to early periods, forgotten 
by the present generation. W. E. Church, clerk of court at Winston- 
Salem, N. C., recently found out that, in North Carolina, February 
29 has no legal standing. Subsection 4 of Section 3940 of the 
Consolidated Statutes of the state reads: “In every leap year 
the increasing day and the day before, in all legal proceedings, 
shall be counted as one day.” 

It would thus appear that, while North Carolina observes that 
other states accord legality to February 29, and leap year as a 
result, it does not exist for that state. And so, spinsters of the 
North state who have figured on popping the question to a favored 
male this year, are denied that privilege legally. However, as it 
appears to be a forgotten law, it may be quite safe to ignore it.

Vitamin B-2 in Beer 


The average American of the present day is decidedly vitamin 
conscious. Despite the fact all of the vitamins are present in 
the various articles of food common to the average American diet, 
he is adding to them via pills, capsules and liquids to be purchased 
at drugstores. Dietary experts have issued innumerable lists of 
food articles showing the amounts of vitamins in each, but it 
apparently has remained for Professor Reginald Hayden Hopkins, 
of the Birmingham (England) University, to enlighten the public 
regarding the presence of Vitamin B-2 in beer. 

Professor Hopkins states he spent fifteen months preparing 
accurate measuring methods and equipment for the search and 
three months getting results, during which time he examined 
forty different brands of beer. He found riboflavin, or B-2, 
content varies with different grades of beer; the stronger, the 
more of the vitamin; the average was 8 micrograms of B-2 per 
litre, a minute fraction of one per cent; but two or three pints 
of beer per day will supply all of the B-2 the average individual 
needs, he reports. 

“Just what riboflavin contributes to health is very hard to 
describe,” Professor Hopkins said. “It achieves a very complicated 
get of reactions which could only be described in an hour of 
highly scientific language. However, it is known that lack of 
riboflavin causes nervous troubles, skin diseases and certain eye 
inflammations.” 

Professor Hopkins had nothing to say about the virtues of dry 
brewer's yeast, which may be purchased at any drugstore. It is 
possible this agent curries a sufficient quantity of the necessary 
B-2, so teetotalers may obtain the vitamin thus, while beer 
drinkers will get theirs in their favorite beverage.

The Iron Dice 
Roll on Italy's Coast 


In 1936 Benito‘Mussolini was making a speech. 

“The future turns away from .. .‘the uncer- 
tain reaction of the masses. Democracies are like 
sand, like shifting sand, Our state political ideal 
is rock-granite peaks.” 

Now it is 1944. Musolini is either dead or desperately ill. 
any event he is broken and defeated, 

On the shifting sands of Italy’s beaches, not far from Rome, near 
the mouth of the historic Tiber, the feet of thousands of soldiers 
splash ashore and move inland. 

Tanks, guns, trucks come ashore. 

The sands in the Italian hour-glass begin to run out a little faster. 
This news of Saturday and of yesterday and of today means that 
the war has taken on a new phase. The iron dice have been cast 
in a throw which may quickly win most of Italy as a base for our 
operations. The long, hard war in the south, stalled by mud and 
sleet and rain; made harsh by mountair and river, long has pinned 
down an estimated 13 German divisions: These divisions now are 
in jeopardy. 

Today is important. The German must decide whether to rush 
fresh division from the Po, from the Brenner Pass, and make an 
issue of it there at Rome, or to extricate, as best he can, his 13 
divisions and retreat back to the Po, 

In one great stroke we have sought to change, to turn inside-out 
the war in Italy. Within a few days we will know. Now there will 
be a few days of furious air assaults on Italian and German rail- 
heads, on concentration rail-yards, and on individual lines. 

Every effort will be made to make it enormously difficult to 
move the 13 divisions out, to ship fresh divisions in from the north, 
to transport supplies, 


In 


INVASION? This very well could be the beginning of the in- 
vasion of Europe. It may be just that—the be- 
ginning. 

Once Italy is in our hands as a base the way will be open to 
attack one of the softer spots in France, There is Yugoslavia, with 
its large force of Tito’s Partisans ready to give help and facilitate 
an entry there. If we take the valley of the Po the way is open 
to the Adriatic. 

There are many possibilities, 

The bombing of other German cities will begin. I know that 
one of the dreams of our bombardment groups is to shuttle-bomb 
Germany with large bombers—larger than the Forts, although Forts 
may be sent on that mission while we wait for the larger bombers 
to have their “bugs” worked out and production and modification 
speeded up. 

Whatever the eventuality, it is not too much to hazard the guess 
that the invasion of Europe is now in its second, and more im- 
pressive phase. The first phase, the landing in southern Italy, was 
not so impressive as this, the second, and complementing, phase. 

The third phase will be the move toward the actual conquest of 
Europe. So, in this old country, which has known 14 hundred 
years of conquerers, the young feet of American and English troops, 

‘race forward to take new positions and the war becomes accelerated, 
the pulse quickens. : 

When spring comes ‘round there will be a blow somewhere else. 
Perhaps it will fall on another flank. And not across the channel. 


For that we must wait. 

“OFFICIAL ANSWER” There is more good news. We now 
have had the Russian, the typical 

Russian, answer to the recent tempest about a secret British-German 

peace meeting. 

Alexander Shcherbakov, director of the Soviet Information 
Bureau, spoke on the anniversary of Lenin's death. “Unity and 
confidence among the Soviet Union, Great Britain and the United 
States has increased, rather than diminished,” he said. He ampli- 
fied this statement, saying hopes of the Hitlerites to split the three 
nations, have failed. 

There was no mention of the recent “peace meeting” rumor, as 
published by Pravda a week ago, but this follows it and it is the 
Russian method of making answer. 

That rumor story was nothing more than the expression of un- 
eapiness and suspicion on the part of Russia directed at England's 
attitude toward the Polish question, a question which finds Eng- 
land in the unhappy position of having to support, for the time 
being at least, a government in exile which in no way represents 
the Polish people but which early was accepted as a symbol of the 
courage and the Polish people. 

So, the war looks better. We are on the offensive again and we 
seem to have made a successful and important maneuver which 
should mean great things in the months ahead. Do not expect them 
too quickly. But that they are ahead no one seriously may doubt.

One Rude Incident 
Offsets Much Courtesy 


It happened on Saturday morning I wit- 
nessed a piece of rampant discourtesy by a street 
car operative to a passenger. (If the company 
is interested, I do not know the man’s name or 
number, but do know where and when it happened and the route 
and number of the car.) 

Now I have witnessed scores, probably hundreds, of incidents of 
highest courtesy by many street car operatives toward passengers. 
In fact, I noticed several that same morning. But, isn’t it true, 
that one glaring example of rudeness is remembered long after a 
dozen pleasant and polite experiences are forgotten? It is human 
nature for the illbred to rankle while, the courteous is taken for 
granted. 

And the same truth applies to practically every phase of life and 
every type of human contact. 


EXAMPLE IN MURDER We pay much attention to a few 


murderers and are apt to worry 
about the htiman race because of them. We forget the 99.99 per- 
cent of folks who couldn't, under circumstances, commit murder. 
They are not so constituted. 

We worry about “juvenile delinquency” and see in it evidence 
of the moral deterioration of the young generation. But we forget 
the good and decent and splendid young people who outnumber 
the bad ones nine to one. 

If we find one wormy apple in a barrel, we cuss and fret and 
feel that we have been robbed, no matter how perfect all the 
others are. 

One off-quality experience with any variety of goods, and we 
vow never to buy that brand, or patronize that store, again. 

We carry the same foolish failure to retain proportion in our 
emotions or thoughts into regional or international conceptions. 

We of the south meet, perhaps, one “Yankee” who does not 
measure up to our own standards and because of that one contact 
we condemn all “northerners” as boors, sharp dealers or snobs. 

Vice versa, the same holds true for some persons from the north 
in regard to their feeling toward we of Dixieland. 


SNAP JUDGMENTS We meet, perhaps, a Russian with a beard 


and henceforth we think of Russia as a 
land where razors are unknown and barbering is a forbidden oc- 
cupation. | 

We meet one Frenchman who talks fast and gesticulates much. 
And we believe all Frenchmen are of the same type. 

We hear an extremely “Cockney” or ‘“‘West End” London accent 
and we immediately decide that is the way all Englishmen speak. 

We forget that folks are as varied in type and character in al- 
most all parts of the world as they are in our own country. 


THE EXCEPTIONS But there are exceptions to all rules. In 


this thesis the exceptions are the Germans 
and the Japanese. No matter how varied they may be among 
themselves, we just don’t like any of them. We condemn them 
all, with good reason. 

Here is the reason: 

The Germans are living, as a nation, under a government which 
is utterly criminal in character and which has marked its pathway 
through the years with the vilest dishonor and the most fiendish 
brutality. 

Now, there may still be a few good and desirable Germans in 
Germany. But the Germans, as a people, are basically responsible 
for the kind of government they have. They are the ones who per- 
mitted it to acquire the power it now holds. They must bear the 
blame, they must live under the shame of the Nazi record for gen- 
erations to come, until they have proven by behavior and by con- 
fession that they have cleansed of the foulness which now makes 
a stench in the nostrils of decent, free peoples. 

As for the Japanese, they perhaps are not so regponsible for 
their government’s sins as are the Germans, for the Siamese peo- 
ple have never known real freedom, have never lived under any 
form of democracy. . 

But the national characteristics of the Japanese as a people were 
so completely demonstrated at Pearl Harbor and at a score of other 
places, and all over occupied China, that they have made of them- 
selves the walking synonyms of yellow rats who must be extermi- 
nated like any other plague. 

However, this column has moved a long way from the incident 
of a discourteous street car operative. 

And the column still contends it would be unfair to condemn all 
street car men for the act of that single boor and to forget the 
innumerable courtesies we have enjoyed at the hands of the men— 
and women—in the blue caps.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Secre- 
tary Stimson’s statement to the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
in favor of conscription of civilian 
labor for war work was one of the 
gravest warnings ever delivered to 
the American people. In effect, he 
admitted that the fathers, broth- 
ers, mothers, sisters of the Ameri- 
can fighting men lack an individ- 
ual sense of responsibility to stay 
at their war jobs and work hard 
at them. He might be right be- 
cause, after all, when a mass of 
workers equivalent to the popula- 
tion of a fair-sized town will walk 
off the job in a dispute over a 
few cents an hour for a few flat- 
surface painters and tie up the 
construction of ships needed to 
put troops ashore in the enemy’s 
country, it is the sentiment of 
these workers themselves that 
makes the strike. Again, when 
5,000 Americans, most of them 
with relatives in the fighting serv- 
ices, will slow down to a drag and 
threaten to strike because the 
company refuses to fire two men 
convicted of working too fast, that 
must be the will of the workers, 
themselves. 

In God‘s name, what is wrong, 
anyway? 


Absurd Issues 


Same of these strikes have oc- 
curred in defiance of the execu- 
tives of the unions and of every 
public authority established to ad- 
just differences. Some of them 
have been caused by grievances so 
childish or mean that any person 
of adult intelligence, to ignore the 
question of patriotism, should be 
ashamed to make issues of them. 
It is true, also, that much of this 
loss of working time has __ been 
caused by evil men such as the 
contemptible creature who told 
the Army and Navy to go to hell 
and said he would let soldiers die 
for lack of fighting planes if the 
interests of his union could thus 
be served. 

But, as Mr. Stimson’s statement 
suggested, if the people involved 
in such walkouts were of a de- 
termined mind to stay on the job 
and produce at top speed, there 
would be no strikes. If the indi- 
vidual had a personal feeling that 
his own work might save the life 
of some American fighter, his or 
her own boy, or that gangling, 
mischievous kid next door who 
vanished from the neighborhood 
a year or six months ago, he would 
not walk out for anybody, or to 
redress any grievance. And if 
pickets tried to keep him away, 
he and a thousand others of the 
same mind would grab ball-bats 
and stakes and beat their way into 
the plant. Grievances can be set- 
tled by the government and usual- 
ly are settled in the workers’ fa- 
vor, often retroactively. Losses of 
production, however, cannot be 
recovered. And as Mr. Stimson 
said, losses of production are 
losses of time and prolong the 
war. They might even lose the 
| war.

bor policy of the national govern- 
ment. 

The unions were given great, 
irresponsible power and were al- 
lowed to run things to suit the 
whims of their bosses. Then the 
workers, themselves, got out of 
control in many unions and re- 
fused to comply with decfsions of 
those who had been selected or 
forced upon them as their spokes- 
men and bargaining agents. Then, 
the government, having created 
this situation, repeatedly went 
before the country and lied about 
the strike losses to cover up, not 
the unions ‘or labor, but its own 
failure—the result of which Mr.

Known scoundrels were permitted 
to stop work where honest men 
would have preferred to keep go- 
ing and were not even removed 
from their union positions, much 
less prosecuted. 

Now to correct this condition, to 
offset the cynicism of the worker, 
himself, Mr. Stimson, who cer- 
tainly is no New Dealer or Fascist. 
comes to the somber decision that 
it will be absolutely necessary to 
draft workers and keep them at 
their jobs by the same power and 
force that Keeps a citizen army 


| together. Coming from him, ‘this 


warning seems clean of politics 
and ambition. He just wants to 
win the war. But the sad fact re- 
mains that congress is asked to 
sign away the whole American 
people’s freedom to redress a de- 
liberate, ignominious and reckless 
failure of a few men who call 
themselves labor’s friends.

Senator George’s View 


Of Pravda Incident 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The Pravda inci- 
dent continues to be the: main mystery-thriller 
on the diplomatic front. 

No satisfactory explanation has yet been made 
of why the Russians should have been willing to print a story telling 
of reported separate peace negotiations between Great Britain and 
Germany, when the story was certain to plant the seeds of distrust 
against one of her principal allies. 


‘ 
Moscow has contributed to the mystery by maintaining an air 


of official silence. All of this has tended to confirm the suspicion 
that the incident was not without some clear-cut design—clear-cut 
at least in so far as the Russians are concerned. 

Among the various suggestions offered which seemed to carry 
some basis of plausibility was the one put forward by Senator 
Richard B. Russell, junior senator from Georgia and a close stu- 
dent of developments on the war and diplomatic fronts. It is his 
idea that the story was put out deliberately by the Russians as a 
red herring across the trail of the Polish question, which has been a 
subject of renewed agitation in London of late. 

That might well be. But a lot of observers are expressing the 
belief that the purpose back of the Pravda move goes much deeper 
than this. The Russians, it is insisted, must have had a motive more 
important than this to provoke all of the hullabaloo that has been 
raised, especially since it should have been, and was, known to 
them that the incident would be exploited by the Germans as a 
sigh of Allied disunity. 

The Germans have been doing just that. While discrediting the 
story themselves, they have nevertheless been using it in a way 
to plant the idea of Allied distrust. 


GEORGE HAS DIFFERENT IDEAS Senator Walter F. 


George, senior Georgia 
member and a former chairman of the highly potent Senate foreign 
relations committee, has an entirely different thesis which, while 
not entirely excluding the Polish red herring angle, places the 
emphasis on another and more far-reaching aspect of the Russian 
situation. 

It has to do primarily with the distrust with which the Russians 
are known to hold the Churchill government. Communism had 
no greater foe in England before the German invasion of Russia 
than Prime Minister Churchill. In announcing British co-operation 
with Russia after the invasion, Mr. Churchill said he had no apology 
to make for his former bitter comments on the Soviet government, 
though willing to accept it in all sincerity as an ally in. the war 
on Hitler. 

There are apparent reasons, therefore, why the Russians have 
never been able to warm up to the British in the same manner 
they have'to us. 

One of the factors Senator George sees in the situation Is the 
feeling on the part of the Russians that the British will be reluctant 
to allow the Red army a free hand in the occupation of Germany 
after the Nazis have been beaten down. 

The Russians are known to have punitive ideas against the Ger- 
man people which do not correspond fully with the traditional 
British idea of sportsmanship. Left to themselves, there can be 
little doubt that the Russians, once they have defeated Hitler and 
invaded Germany, would levy a toll of retribution such as the 
civilized world has never seen. 

They have developed that much hatred for the Germans. In 
view of all the destruction wrought by Hitler’s armies in Russia, 
no one can say that they would not be justified. 

But the British, whether it is true or not, are generally under- 
stood to be leaning toward a more lenient policy, particularly ag 
regards the rank and file of the German people. 

This has tended to give rise to speculation as to the course te 
be followed by the military leaders of Germany if the worst comes 
to the worst and a decision is to be made as between defeat by the 
Russians and surrender to British-American forces. 

Most students of German psychology agree that if the Prussian 
militarists are ever forced to make a choice between these alter- 
natives, they would not hesitate to lay down their arms to us, 
rather than take a chance on Russian occupation of the country. 


SMOKING BRITISH OUT? Senator George, thinks it is pos 


sible that the Russians may have 
been anticipating a development of that kind and purposely planted 
the fake peace negotiation story as a means of smoking the British 
out. It is about as plausible an explanation as any that have been 
offered. 

Things have been going exceedingly bad for Germany in recent 
months, both on the Russian front as well as in Italy and in the 
air. The gloomy comments that have been pouring out of Berlin 
of late have some sort of hidden meaning. They could mean that 
the Germans are nearer a collapse than the outside world realizes, 

If that is true, we might conceivably see sudden peace develop- 
ments coincident with the successful landing of a British-American 
invasion force in Europe this spring—perhaps sooner. 

The Russians will undoubtedly not want to fight their way all 
the distance to the German border and then be halted by the sur- 
render of the Hitlerite forces to Britain and the United States 
under commitments which would call for the Red army to remain 
outside the sphere of occupation. 

Perhaps the Pravda story was a prelude to further inter-Allied 
discussions on this phase of the peace. One guess is as good as 
another. Senator George may be right.

WLB Revises 


Wage System 


The Fourth Regional War Labor 
Board has repealed its approvable 
wage rates below 40 cents an hour 
because they have “sometimes er- 
roneously been represented as 
prohibiting higher wages,” Chair- 
man M. T.’ Van Secke announced. 

Action was taken on the pro- 
posal of Charles Gillman, CIO 
board member from Atlanta. 

“Regrettable misunderstanding 
has developed as to the meaning 
of approvable rates under 40 
cents, which have sometimes been 
erroneously represented as estab- 
lishing a compulsory minimum 
wage, an approved wage, or as 
prohibiting a higher wage,” the 
board’s statement said. 

“This has caused the regional 
board to refrain from setting rates 
below 40 cents an hour during the 
past few months. Therefore, the 
board repeals wage rates pre- 
viously determined, in whole or in 
part, below 40 cents. 

“The approvable rates below 40 
cents an hour were not intended 
to establish adequate or proper 
pay levels,” Van Hecke said, 
“since employers had authority to 
increase wages up to 40 cents.”

Pilots ‘Look for Things’ 
On Low-Flying Raids 


IN 


hang around a fighter or dive-bomber airdrome for 
a while, you will constantly hear about low-flying 


missions. 


That means jobs on which you fly so 


low you are practically on the ground. Often you are so low you 
would hit a man standing on the ground. 


On such a mission a pilot goes 
out “looking for things.” He will 
shoot at practically anything he 
sees. He'll come whipping up over 
a slight rise, then zip down the 
other side, and in his gunsights 
there may be a gun, a truck, a 
train, a whole line of German sol- 
diers, a supply dump. Whatever 
he finds he shoots up. 


FREAKISH HAPPENINGS 


The squadron of A-36 Invader 
dive bombers that I’m with has 
had some freakish happenings on 
these missions. 

For example, Lieutenant Miles 
C. Wood, of Dade City, Fla., al- 
most shot himself down the other 
day. He was strafing, and he flew 
so low that his bullets kicked up 
rocks and he flew into the rocks. 
They dented his@propeller and 
punched holes in his wings. He 
was lucky to get home at all. Even 
a hunk of mud will dent a wing 
at that speed. 

Another pilot flew right through 
an eight-strand cable the Germans 
had stretched on poles above some 
treetops. This is one of their many 
tricks, and this one almost,worked. 
The pilot landed at his home field 
with the cable still trailing from 
his wing. 

My friend, Major Ed Brand, the 
squadron leader, was so interested 
in his strafing one day that he 
didn’t notice a high-tension

PILOT HITS TREE 

And since I’ve been on this field 
one of the pilots was diving on 
a truck and got so interested in 
what he was doing that he ran 
into a tree.

TRACER BULLETS 


Dive-bomber pilots fly so low 
that they even have German trac- 
er bullets coming down at them, 
from the hillsides, instead of com- 
ing up as they usually do. They 
fly so low that Italians behind the 
German lines come running to 
their doors and wave, while now 
and then some dirty guy who has 
different sentiments will run out 
and take a shot at them. 


As I have said, the Germans 
are full of tricks. They send up 
all kinds of weird things from 
their ack-ack guns. They have 
one shell that looks, when it ex- 
plodes, as if you'd emptied a 
wastebasket full of turpentine. 
They shoot all kinds of wire and 
link “daisy chains” into the air 
to snag our propellers. 


WEIRD NAZI TRICK 


But the weirdest one I’ve heard 
of was described by a pilot who 
was on the tail of a Messerschmitt 
one day. Just as he was pulling 
the trigger, the fleeing German 
released out of the tail of his plane 
a parachute with a long steel 
cable attached to it. The Ameri- 
can pilot by fast maneuvering got 
out of its way, but: he did lose his 
German. 


On a low-flying mission you're 
justified at shooting at anything. 
One day one of our pilots, after 
a boring mission in which he saw 
nothing worth destroying, decided 
to set a haystack afire. He came 
diving down on it, pouring in bul- 
lets, when suddenly he saw his 
tracers ricocheting off the hay- 
stack. Now you know bullets 
don’t ricochet off ordinary hay- 
stacks, so our pilot gave it the 
works—and thus destroyed 
brand-new pillbox.

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Forgiveness Is Reward 
Of Thote Who Qualify 


There are some who urge us to 
hate our enemies; others would 
have us kill them without rancor, 
in the impersonal manner of a 
judge imposing sentence; others 
say itis our duty to forgive them. 

Man’s duty to forgive man has 
never been known outside of 
Christendom, so the measure of 
the obligation and the terms of it 
must be looked for in the teach- 
ings of Jesus. (Many people not 
familiar with these teachings are 
unwittingly influenced by them, 
for they are woven into the fab- 
ric of our civilization.) 

The law and the penalty are 
clear and unmistakable: “If ye 
forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses.” It is not quali- 
fied in any way. No matter what 
else a man may do or be, if he 
does not forgive he will not be 
forgiven. 

Peter, slow to understand, asked 
how many times he should for- 
give—till seven times? And Jesus 
answered not seven times but 
“seventy times seven,” meaning 
without limit. It was then that 
the apostles pleaded with Him to 
increase their faith. 

Any ordinary individual, exam- 
ining his secret heart with coura- 
geous candor, may echo the words 
of the disciples spoken on another 
occasion, “who then can be 
saved?” 

He does not hate the Germans 
or Japs, and might say that he for- 
gives them. But the truth is that 
he has nothing to forgive, for he 
has never felt injured. The war 
has not hurt him or anybody dear 
to him, but has made him more 
prosperous. His “forgiveness” is 


only absence of resentment and | 


unawareness of injury. 

But what of the sister-in-law 
who slapped his face in public; 
the partner who disappeared with 
all of his money; the tough guy 
who humiliated him in the pres- 
ence of his friends? Has he for- 
given these? Not in the slightest 
degree. 

Does he thus condemn himself? 
Does the law require too much of 
human nature? 

Each individual must find his 
own answer, but this same Jesus 
who taught forgiveness also gave 
the terms upon which it must be 
granted: “If he trespass against 
thee seven times in a day, and 
seven times in a day turn again 
to thee, saying, I repent; thou 
shalt forgive him.” 

It is a hard and wicked heart 
that will not forgive when the of- 
fender says in honest contrition: 
“I am sorry; forgive me.”

peal of the Smith-Connally »bill, 
wisely vetoed by the President, 
who correctly predicted that it 
would make the strike threat the 
normal way of opening wage dis- 
putes. 

Then take the advice of John 
P. Frey, of the metal trades de- 
partment of the AFL, and stream- 
line into a single agency the 25 
government divisions that are 
now concerned with the regula- 
tion of wages and conditions of 
employment. 

And then fix formulas for the 
regulation in equity of wages in 
relation to prices. 

Without such reforms a na- 
tional service act won't prevent 
strikes. We will simply have 
launched an undertaking requir- 
ing an immense bureaucracy, to 
accomplish something that can 
be done much more directly. 


CUMBERSOME METHOD 


If the aim of the act is to make 
it ossible to shift workers from 
non-essential industries into war 
work, and from one part of the 
country to another, the national 
service act will prove the most 
cumbersome manner of doing it, 
in a country as large as ours. 
Why not apply more private en- 
terprise and imagination to the 
problem? There ig not a single 
regular radio program, on a na- 
tion-wide hookup, telling workers 
exactly where they are needed, 
for what work and at what 
wages. Why don’t the National 
Association of Manufacturers, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the CIO 
and the AFL undertake such a 
program together, making it a 
weekly or daily feature? Why 
not have the government under- 
write greatly reduced transporta- 
tion costs on the railroads for 
workers who will pick up and 
move? 

Mr. Stimson’s argument that the 
soldiers demand a national serv- 
ict act to establish equality of 
conditions between soldiers and 
civilians does not get down to 
essentials. Mr. Stimson is right 
that the breach between soldiers 
and civilians is growing, and 
could produce a menacing social 
situation. But how much is the 
Army doing to educate the sol- 
diers in the essential facts about 
the American economy? 

It is impossible not to have a 
double standard for soldiers and 
civilians. If civilians are to live 
in the world of the soldier, we 
must abandon the private enter- 
prise system and establish mili- 
tary socialism. Our civilian world 
is based on competition for profit. 
For the workers competition takes
